That according to the true intent nnd 


meaning of tbo act of Congress approved 
June 2mb, ISliS, entitled "An act constitut- 
ing eight hours a legal day'a work for all 
aborers, workmen and mechanics employed 
)y or in behalf of the government of the 
Jnitod States," eight hours constitute a 
day's work for all such laborers, workmen 
and mechanics ; and while said act remains 
ipou the statute book, no reduction shall 
)o made in tbe wages paid by tbo govern- 
ment, by tho day, to such laborers, work- 
ncu and mechanics on account of tho reduc 
tion of tho hours of labor, and that all heads 
of uopfiftmeius, uulcora and ugonta of the 
government nro Iioroby directed to enforce 
mid law np long as tho some is uuropealed.

Tho en- 
tiro collection consists frequently of n few 
fruit-trees in tbo background, an elm, a 
Norway spruce, an arbor vitro hedge, wilh a 
bod of Ihe glowing colons. All these plants, 
bo it noticed, are of the most pronounced 
and coarsest typo. Thoy may bo 
and 


are valuable iu stiitablo positions 01 
other combinations, but are decidedly ill- 
filted for tho interior of n small place, both 
from the character of their beauty and their 
bnbit of excessive growth. 
Wo intend no 


disrespect for either of theso varieties, many 
of their qualities being in their own way, 
most ndmirnblo; but wo do say thnt if other 
nnd good selections wero mndo after study- 
ing parks or nurseries, fewer poor lawns 
would exist. 
Were Ibis Iho general prac- 


tice, tho ubiquitous tree dealer, wilh his 
wonderful pinles of impossible plants, would 
bo forced to seek for pastures new, and 
eave the fiold open for intelligent Inwn- 
ilauting. Landscape gardening (or lawn- 
)lanting, which iu a souse is a synonymous 
.erm, although the latter treats specially of 
planting, while the former includes also 
Iraiuage, road-making, oto.) seems vftvy 
liflloult to some, nnd is practically consid"- 
red a myth by others. To one class wo 
inn only say, practice it yourself nnd diffi- 
ulties will soon disappear ; it has no arena 
nto which you cannot pierce. To tho other 
re answer, lawn planting exists, and has its 
ifithotio laws, just as tasle in general has 
cfinito laws,
